Airport On Bacom: 
Point Is Finished — 


Construction work iş complete 
on the Palm Beach County-Glades 
airport on Bacom Point Road neas 
Pahokee, according to County, 
Commissioner Paul Rardin. Cost of 
the field to date is in the neighbor- 
hood of $160,000 with the Civil 
Aeronautics Administration furn- 
ishing around $70,000 of the out- 
lay. 

The field on Bacom Point makes 
the third large airfield owned and 
operated by Palm Beach County. 
the other.two being Lantana Field 
and Palm Beach International Air- 
port at West Palm Beach. Opera- 
tion of the three fields will be un- 
der the direction of the Palm 
Beach County Airport Authority 
of which Corhmissioner Rardin ard 
other members of the county board 
ere members, Col. L. B. Hickam is 
the county aviation director. 

Space on the Glades field will be 
leased-to those who wish to build 
hangars. The hangars will be built 
to specifications furnished by the 
county and a nominal charge will 
be made for the land on which 
they are to be located. Figures will 
bə available within the next few 
days for those who wish to rent 
space and erect “hangars. 

The entire 250 acre plot of 
ground on, which, the airport is lo- 
cated will be fenced by a county 
crew within the next few weeks, it 
wag pointed out by the airport 
euthority. A small administration 
building will be put on ‘the field 
soon and a maintenance man will 
take charge of keeping the field in 
proper condition. 

Rardin said that plans are being 
worked out for/a grand opening of 
the‘airport early in September.

TALLAHASSEE—The State of 
Florida this week took nearly: all 
of its money out of savings and 
put it into the checking account co 
Pay bills during the next couple ct 
months. State Treasurer J. Ed 
Larson announced that he was 
withdrawing $14,918,000 from ac- 
counts in scattered banks througy- 
out the state. This will leave the 
State only about $1,000,000 left in, 
the savings accounts built up dur- 
ing the-war when ‚manpower and 
supplies were hard to get and state 
expenses were low. Much: of the 
money withdrawn, from savings is 
already obligated for expenditures 
under contracts let months ago. 
Comptroller ©. M. Gay estimates 
that when he closes the State's 
books on the current business year 
only about $10,000,000 will remain 
unobligated in the general fund. 
Florida's total wartime surplus 
once totaled over $50,000,000, but 
the state has been dipping into this 
fund heavily since the war ended.

The Memorial Forest is about 14 


‘miles from Robbinsville, N. C:, and }s 


is reached by a road constructed 
by the forest service. This road 
winds over high ridges past the 
primitive homes of mountain dwe'- 
lers, and through the ancient 
homeland of the Cherokee Indians. 
Then follows the Littie Santeetlan 
Creek to a parking space in-a na- 
tural glade where the road ends. 

From there a trail leads through 
the forest to Polar Cove... be- 

the trail, on the way up, 
Stands a section of a tree trunk 
bearing a plaque with the poeny 
“Trees”, engraved in Old English 
lettering. 

Further on up there is a large 
boulder resting at the foot of the 
largest hemlock you ever saw . . > 
upon this boulder is a  bronz2 
plaque bearing Joyce Kilmers name 
and the following inscription ... . 
“Here, civilization stops and na- 
ture takes over. We find the most 
magnificent forest of its kind in 
all America, standing as a tall and 
living monument. The sunlight 
gleams through the thick canopy 
as though stained-glass windows | 
in this, a natural cathedral for the 
quiet worship of things holy and 
eternal.” 

Reading that inscription in its 
natural surroundings will do things 
to you... in other words — if 
everyone were compelled to go to 
that spot to fill out his income tax 
return the financial structure of 
the entire nation would present a 
different picture. 

Another trail leads from the 
boulder to Stratton Bald, the crest 
of the Unicoi Mountains . . . 5400 
feet above sea level . . . we did not 
go up there because of our age and 
the fact it was getting late and no 
camp is permitted in the forest due 
to the fire hazard . . . if Sharron 
was a little older we would not 
have to confess our failure to make 
the top ...I could have taken a 
stick and beat on her until she 
agreed to take the camera up and 
make a'picture of the marker... . 

The memorial tract is supposed 
to be one of the few remaining 
examples of the great hardwood 
forests which, at on etime, covered 
the slopes of the Appalachians-. ae 
it is maintained in its primitive 
and natural state . . . no live trees 
nor plants may be cut or removed 

+ no hunting nor fishing is al- 
lowed . . . this one spot is worth 
the trip up here, 

We found a beautiful spot to 
camp on Lake Santeetlah .. . it 
was about dark when we found it 
but we managed to pitch camp, eat 
and use up ‘most of a bottle of 
rubbing alcohol before midnight, 

Thursday morning I picked V. 
C. off the sidg of a mountain on 
the other sid#of Robbinsville at a 
pre-arranged spot and the.two of 
us set out for Andrews, N. C., and 
a Rotary makeup . . . we have been 
so busy ridin and rubber-neckin’ 
around that I have not had time 
to get down to the real purpose of 
this trip... I came upvhere tō do 
some “go-gettem-fishin” and savy 
good exhibition of it Thursday 
afternoon. . . 4 

Fishin’ off a Bank is alright ... 
so is fishin’ out of a boat... al- 
right for people with bad feet . . . 
what I want to try is goin after 
em in a mountain stream with a

Breat Fontana Dam ... the largest 
east of the Missippi and the fourtn 
largest in the world. It sure was a 
breath taking sight . .. we never 
saw so much concrete in our lives 
...if Len and Claude Shirley couid 
bave gotten their hands on that 
much during the war they would 
have been back in Oskosh by now 
: „its almost as tall as the Wask- 
ington Monument—is 376 feet 
thick at the base and has a ‘two 
lane highway on top... having 
been no further up than the side- 
walk past John Bolton’s, in the 
last few years, we did not enjoy 
looking down from ‘the top. 
One half mile from the dam is 
Fontana Village .. . in 1941 there 
were twelve families living there 
-.. today there are 1054 buildings 
on that mountain side... all built 
by your Uncle Sam . .; the sign 
sez—“Built For The People Of Tne 
United States” ... . for a reasoh- 
able fee you can rent anything 
from a studio cottage to a six room 
house—all furnished . .. plenty of 
trailer space—the Daniel Boones 
and the Gipsies go to the back...
